“In actual
reality, war has been cresping nearsr and
noarer until It stares At us from Just be-

Gunners are cautioned against the light-
Ing of matehes In the hunting territory, on
acoount of the endless pyramids of dry
lsaves There s an axtra foros of wardens
and deputies on hand to prevent violation
of the game lnws. The shooting of fawns
In prohibited, and those who do not respect
this law will ba punished with hanvy fines.

On account of the large number of deer
known to bo moturing among the brush,
many of the hunters have smployed small
boyn to make clearings, in order to reduce
the pomibility of aocidents.
